We finally arrived at the above city 
where we were invited 
to a public 
hanging of which we made mention 
in our last letter, and the 
circum- 
I stances which we will long remember. 
The victim was escorted to the gal- 
j lows unaccompanied by any spiritual 
adviser, at 6:30 a. rn. The drop fell at 
6:35 and he was pronounced dead in 
three hours. 
Upon investigation it 
I was found he was a “rubber neck.” 
We learned later that his name was 


I Albert Nelson, carpet dealer, and an 
all around bad man. 
We visited the 


I bull pen and found two more prison­ 
ers. 
One Mr. G. G. Bang, ex-sheriff,

from an adjoining state. Another one 
named L. Klceber, went against the 
shell game and made a holler. Third 
and yist we met on the street Mr. 
I.autz, a butcher, he being out on five 
dollar bail, for killing sheep out of 
season. 
Vicksburg, Miss., Nov. 22, 1905. 
Arrived here all o. k. but somewhat 
tired with the long ride. 
W e covered 
some 410 miles in seven days. 
It is 
called the Hill City, being very ap- 
ipropriately named, as it is located in 
‘the bluffs. 
It has a population of 
20,000. a great number of them being 
(colored. 
It is one of the most inter- 
jesting cities we have visited in the 
'south for historic reasons. 
In this 
city Gen. Pemberton of the Confed­ 
erate forces 
surrendered 
to 
Gen. 
Grant. 
A large cannon planted up­ 
right marks the place. 
\ \ e visited 
the national cemetery where repose 
16.600 Union 
and Confederate 
sol­ 
diers. 
It is located upon the bluffs 
north of the city and is certainly very 
beautiful. 
Leading from the cemetery we en­ 
ter the national park which surrounds 
three sides of the city, covering the 
ground where the famous battle was 
fought. 
The ground 
was purchased 
by the U. S. government and is being 
tilled up with monuments, etc., by 
all the states in the union. 
There are a great number of Con­ 
federate and Loiion 
cannon 
placed 
where the different skirmishes took 
place. 
The trenches are to be seen 
as in ‘63 and we picked up several re­ 
lics. bullets, buttons, etc. 
A fine mac­ 
adamized road marks the route of the 
Union forces upon entering the city. 
We expect to remain here a num­ 
ber of days then move down nearer 
the gulf.

closed where cases have been discov­ 
ered no school has been closed and I 
do not expect any will be.
